Ealy and natural thele Reflections, and tram a Views ot 
daily Occurrences how plainly does it ec gpear that they 
are feldom made? Irrational Pajlions, gi oundie{s Preju- 
dices, confounded Diftafes, difturb that Hai mony whicit 
ought to fubfift among reafonable Beings ; aad when 
we have*wearied caillives with a refilefs Puriuic of our 
own wayward Humours, we impioufly arraign Provi- 
dence, or foolifhly accufe Fate of the Ills done by our- 
felves, and are exceeding angry that we are net happy 
in {pite of our Teeth.
